^ writer on economics and govern­ 
ment calls our attention to these strik­ 
ing ’’ieures.

$5.87, that is, that much for ca* h 
man woman and child. 
In 1931 the 
per capita cost 
had 
increased 
to 
$34.37 while the per capita revenue 
collected was $27.02, creating a defi­ 
cit o f $7.35 per capita or an unpaid 
debt after spending $27.02, of $1.18 
m on than the total cost of $5.87 for 
running the 
government in 
1903. 
And our statesmen can find no place 
to begin cutting expenses and are 
driven to the extrem ity of levying 
a tax on the flapper’? lipstick and 
the baby’s candy!

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Form er President Calvin Coolidge 
has just done a hard job of giving 
his country some advice on taxes, 
debt and economy, in the .Saturday 
Evening Post, says the Houston Post, 
and we quote in full. 
It must have 
been hart!, for in * ft* ct he rather 
jostled the Hoover prosperity revival 
program ti* carr;, 
his position, and 
offered a bit of alibi for the extrava­ 
gance of his own administration. 
However, all good thing- cost some­ 
thing, and his advice 
is g o o d . 
In 
fact, he sounds a startling alarm to 
the American people r e g . riling the 
condition of their government. 
He reviews the amazing increase 
of public expenditures during the 
past 
g en eratio n —national 
govern­ 
m ent costs, from 
8692,000,000 
in 
1913 to $3,932,000,000 in 1929; State 
governm ent costs from $383,OOO,Oil© 
in 1913 to $1,990,000,000 in 1929; 
and 
municipal 
governm ent 
costs, 
from $1,844,000,000 in 1913 to $7,- 
126,000,000 in 1929. 
He tells how 
taxes have swelled proportionately, 
from $22.66 per capita or 6.4 per 
cent of the National income in 19.13, 
to $83,21 per capita or 14.4 p e r c e n t 
of the National income in 1930. 
“ The yearly outlay of the coun­ 
try .” lo* declares. T - at the rate of 
about $30 on each thousand dollars 
of property. 
Such a burden leaves 
capital without a fair return and 
comes dangerously near the line cf 
a capital tax or confiscation.” 
High taxes, he adds, were an im­ 
portant cause of business depression, 
and . re one of th** main hindrances 
to a revival. 
Going on, he trace- the growth of 
taxes <m farm property, which nearly 
tripled from 1914 to I "27, until the 
farm er has to pay out nearly one- 
quarter of his net return in taxes; as 
likewise do the railroads. 
He ex­ 
plains how high taxes have stimulated 
over-production and under-consump­ 
tion. 
To m eet the situation cauked by 
shrunken revenues, he says, "It is 
evident there are hut three things to 
be 
done— in c re a s e 
taxes, 
increase 
debt, or reduce expense-.” 
As for 
the first alternative, he obserc* 
"In 
general, taxes sbotild only be laid to 
m eet the expen * of legitimate gov­ 
ernm ental act i' it ie . 
^ et there is a 
strong tendency to disregard th i fu n ­ 
damental principle.” 
As for the sec md, he frowns upon 
increased public 
works to provide 
more
